To go before the grand jury, at each
tnm of the court in their repectlve
counties, and make a statement under
oath, of the condition cf the public
roads in tneir respective counties. For
failure to make such appointmeLt and
statement to the grand jury, they ehail
be fined at the discretion of the court.

To prosecuta before some justice of
the pea j, any overseer who refuses or
faila to perform the duties required of
them by this act, or who refuses to
obey the orders of said commissions
er?.

The commissioLer should be a man
of- - experience, who knows how to
build durable roads and eo to instruct
his overseers. He eMuld be a man
with the same soic of personal
pride in having good roads as
such enterprising men as the Hon.
Perez Dickinson has in farming.
Among other duties the commissioner
must personally supervise and instruct
the overseer what to do and how to
have it done. One bad place in the
roads properly repaired will last for
years, but repaired superficiously, as is
generally the case, it does net usually
last the season out. The commission-
er's bondsmen are made responsible
that he does his duty in compelling
others to do theirs. The commission-
er is the general in command and is
held responsible. It is a true axiom:
"That whatever is everybody's busi-
ness is nobody's business."

Whoever is summoned to work and
neglects to do so, shall pay the Bum of
$1 per day in money, and shall not be
allowed to make it up in labor there
after. This will result advantageously
to the counties as money can be made
more serviceable in hiring labor at the
right time.

The privilege of paying the $1 per
day instead of working is very great
to the farmer, who may be, when sum-
moned to work in the midst of his
harvesting or other equally important
labor, for good roads must have timely
attention.

That it shall be tbe duty of
the county court to work
the county convict i on all first-cla- ss

or trunk roads, p rovlded there is
enough of such hands to justify com-
mencing at the county eeat and work-
ing out, but the said county court
shall not work such convict labor on
any one road more than six months at
any one time, until the other firet-cla- ss

roads in their turn shall receive
their proportion of euch labor, the im-
portance of said first-cla- ss roads to the
said county, being taken into consider-
ation by the eaia county court. The
said labor so ordered shall ba under tbe
general supervision of the commis-
sioner.

If the law making it a penitentiary
offense for any sum over ten dollars
was amended, and thirty inserted, the
various counties would have more
than double tbe number to work on
the roads than they now have. This
amendment may net be feasable, but
it ought to l j looked into by our legis-
lator?. The bill also provides : "That

BAILROAD ACCIDENT.

IIacox, Ga., Nov. 29. Early yes-
terday morning the passenger train
on the Georgia Central railroad
broke in half one-hal- f mile from Ma-

con. The steam brakes stopped the
rear half on down grade. A heavy
freight train following telescoped
the sleeper half way, killing the en-

gineer. The president of the Cen-

tral railroad, W. M. Wadley, and
the vice president, Mr. Raoel, were
in the sleaping car, but escaped
through a window. Several of the
passengers were hurt, but none fatal-
ly. A few minutes after the col
lision a second heavy freight train
ran into the middle train, smashing
cars into fragments. Engineer Cross-b- y,

of the middle train, was found
with his hand on the lever, which
was reversed. He was jammed
against the hot boiler by
a freight car leaping
over the tender and was disem-
bowelled and roasted. The other
engineers and firemen leaped and
were saved. Matt. Freeman, of Ma-
con, was badly cut in the head by a
fragment of a car seat. Raoel had
his ankle sprained.

Home Plain and Comprehensive
Statements by lion. J. c. Flanders.
Mk. Editor: I gladly respond to

your request to presett some views on
the subject of roads. If I am ambis
Uoub of any one thing more than
another, it is to contributa something
to the building up of good roads
through this country, which we fctand
so humiliafingly in need of. Farmers
sow at a email cast is tbe spring that
they may harvest tenfold in the fall.
Whatever contributes to the interest of
one, contributes to the interests of all
classes of business. How simple and
penny wise it is to refuse to invest
thoughtfully and systematically a small
eum in money and labor to build and
keep in first class repair, our public
highways, when surer than the
farmer's harvest, is - his return.
There is no good sense or civilization
in allowing ourselves to be buried
alive in a mudhole six months out of
the year.

Four years ago this coming wintsr I
had the honor of representing the 4th
senatorial district in the upper house
of the state legislature. During the
canvass I promised the good, people, if
elected, I would do my level best to
pass some road law to improve our
roads, and at the same time provide
that the owners of reil estata, whose
property would in some localities be
doubled in value, should contributd an
equLable share in such improvement
01 roads. During the session I gave
the matter my earnest and
continued attention, from the public
library I drew the statJtes of ten
or more stat 23 and ttadied their laws
on the subject of roads. After much
thought and consultation, I drew up a
complete bill, which passed the senate,
after various amendments to it were
made at the suggestions of senators
whose opposition I found it necessary
to overcome. It provided :
"That all real estate shall be assessed,

and pay as a highway tax, the sum of
not exceeding five cents on the one
hundred dollars of the assessed value
thereof.

"That the amount of the road tax on
rfal estate shall be carried out in a
separate column on the duplicate of
county and state taxes by the assessor,
and It shall be collected and accounted
for the same as other county taxes,
and to be subject only to orders drawn
by the justice couit, or so ordered to be
drawn through its chairman. -

"That the tsaessor shall prepare and
have ready for delivery to the tax col-
lector, or collectors, of the respective
counties, the real C3tate road tax, and
at the same time and in the same man
ner as other tax lists are prepared for
collection. That the person so charged
si all be allowed to work out such tax
at the rtta of one dollar per day, equiv-
alent to one day's labor, but he must
give the overseer notice of his inten-
tion so to do, and respond when called
upon for Buch labor by the overseer of
his district, the overseer giving him
two days' notice, and the overseer's
receipt, certified to by the commission
er, shall be received in payment bv
the tax collector, and the said receipt
shall be acoeptsd by the county trus
tee, as vouchers for the amount eo in
dicated."

It should have been at least ten cents
on the one hundred dollars, but the
opposition to taxing real estate was so
great that I found it was impossible to
pass it ror more taan nve. Jfeopie In
East Tennessee must realize that in
Middle and West Tennessee they have
many plank roads, and that their
roads are not one-thir- d the trouble to
keep up that ours are. That the planters
control a large number of hands, who,
through the old system of overseers
they can compel to work the roade, and
the idea of paying a tax on real estate
was something tsey would not listen
too. However, nearly all of them ad
milt 3d to me privately that such a tax
was right, but their constituents would
resent it. I recommended if that was
tbe case that they prove to their con
stitaent3 a."blc:singin diszuise." and
vets for the bill. Among ether things
it provides as follows : -

Section 1. That the county court of
eacn county in tae state, shall at their
first meeting aftsr the passage of this
acr, eiecc one commissioner In each
county, resident freeholder therein,mmana sucn commissioner must be be

; To have made a list of all persons
within hi3 county, subject to work on
the public road?, without more delay
than is absolutely necec ary after his
election, and to correct such list from
time to time as may be deemed ne
sary, eaid lict b9 kept in a well-boun- d

book, and turned over to his successor
in office.

The commissioner shall amoint a
competant peison as overseer for every
six milts of firet-cla- ss roads, and he
shall also appoint, if it be deemed nec-c- ?

iry, on the second-clas- s or cross-
roads, of persons living on such roads,
and for the consideration of such labor,
Buch overseers shall rach receive th
sum of one dollar per day for such
service as they may be authorized to
render over the amounts due by them
for road purposes, and the commis
sioner's rectipt shall be a good credit to
tiie holder for any subsequent tax for
road purpteep. The commissioner
shall eett'.e with them for such labor,
and for such additional labor as the
county couit may order, and In the
manner he is authorized to do during
the first fifteen days of each month,
and make a cei titled order on the
cunty couit through the chairman for
the same, and the eaid court shall rsro- -
vide accordingly.

To furnish such overseer on each
road in their respective counties, a cor-
rect list of the hands apportioned &him within his road district.

To inspect from time to time all the
roads In their counties, see that the
overseers keep the same in good repair
and regularly posted, and direction

five years, having resided .in tbe dis-
trict one month, shall be subject to
work on the public roads, but not to
exceed four days in one year."

Now this provision protects the la-
boring classes from being summoned
for more than four days out of tbe
year. Ae'the law now stands they can
be made to work any num.
ber of days. To improve ouij
roads we must have more work
more money, more sy&tem and an in-
telligent head to supervise and push
the work. It is unjust for tbe poor
classes to have all the labor and the
property owners nearly all the profit.
Of course all alike are interested and
should have a laudable pride in their
citizenship to cheerfully do their part.
Good roads are demanded in the inter-
est of retrenchment'and reform. The
great objection to the bill was the tax
on real eetate and that opposition
seemed to me to be very selfish and
pennywise.

A tax of ten cent' on the one hun
dred dollars for a farmer who owns a
rarm worth S5.000. sav thirtv mitea
from Knoxville, would only be the
paltry sum of $5. It is safe to say
that the breakage of one two-hors- e
wagon and the extra wear and tear
would amount to twice that sum. Theextra expense In hauling his products
over bad roads, in time, injury to
horses, expense of feeding, eating, etc.,
and nearly double the number of trlns
necessitated, would be more than the
amount 01 nis real estate tax twenty
times. Good roads increases the valnes
or real estate, opens up the hidden treas
ures in our mountains. The farmers
profits are small and are unnecessarily
fritted away in the expense incurred in
getting their products to marketP. The
legislator who champions a bill and
effects its passage thereby laying the
louauauon ror sucn grand resuitp, will
be entitled to great praise. Governor
Hawkins will no doubt do all he can
to assist in the passage of such a bill,
for he must realize, after traversing
our mountain country in his late can- -
Vf ss, that the apathy and inaction of
